The following is an excerpt from 
a speech delivered by Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, President of the 
National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association, in Washington 
City on the 18th of last February . 


We might get some agitation by try- 
ing a new field for our labors, demand- 
ing equality for woman in the church. 

As women aré the chief supporters of 
the church, get up all the fairs aad 
donation parties, do all the begging to 
build churches, support missionaries 
and theological seminaries, many of 
them making large bequests to these 
various institutions, one would think 
the time had fully come for woman to 
demand of the same equal. inition 
she demands of the State. She shovld 
assuine her right and daty to take part 
in the revision of Bibles, prayerbooks 
and creeds; to vote on all questions of 
business, and to fill the offices of dea- 
con, elder, Sunday-school superinten- 
dent, pastur and bishop, and have the 
right to sit and vote as delegate ia all 
ecclesiastical conventions, synods and 
assemlies, that thas our religion may 
no longer reflect only the masculine 
element in humanity, and that woman 
—the mother of the race—may 
honored as she must be before we can 
havea mepey home, a rational religion 
and an enduring government. 

It educated woman had exerted any 
enlightened influence on the religious 
thought of the world, leading mcn in 
the nineteenth century would not stand 
debating the damuation of infanis at 
this hour, harrowing up the souls of 
pale mothers, sorrowing Over the joss 
of their first born. Men not endowe.i 
with the peternal instinct may pass 
unscathed through the ordeal of such 
a discussion, but alas, for the young 
mothers all over this land who read 
these atrocious sentiments in cold type, 
as they decorate with flowers the little 
gtaves of their loved ones! Our in- 
sane asylums are full of susceptible, 
imaginative young woman, whose 
reason has been dethroved by these 
religious superstitions. Surely the 
yarning mother-love, once set free 
from old creeds and dogmas, must 
bring to humanity new light and hope, 
both for this world and the one to come. 

As women are taking an active part 
in pressing on the consideration of Con- 
gress many narrow sectarian measures, 
such as more rigid Sunday laws, to 
stop travel-and the distribution of the 
mailon that day, and to introduce the 
name. of God into the constitution, 
—as this action on the part of some 
woman is used as an argument for the 
disfranchisement of all, I hope this 
convention will deciare that the 
Woman’s Suffrage Association is op- 
posed to all anion of Church and State, 
and pledges itself as far as possible to 
maintain the secular nature of our 
goveroment. As Sunday is the only 
day the laboring men can escape from 
ths cities, to stop the street cars, omni- 
buses and railroads would, indeed, be a 
lamentable exercise of arbitrary au- 
thority. No, no, the duty of the State 
is to protect those who do the work of 
the world in the largest liberty, and 
instead of shutting them up in their 
gloomy tenement huuses on Sunday, 
we shouldopen wide the parks, horti- 
cultural gardens, the museums, the 
libraries, the galieries of art, and the 
music halls where they can listen to 
the divine melodies of the great mas- 
ters. All these are questions of legis- 
lation, and what influence women will 
exert as. voters is already being can- 
vassed; hence the importance of this 
association expressing its opinions on 
all questions on which woman’s social, 
civil, religious and political rights are 
involved. 

Consider the thousands of women 
with babies in their arms, year after 
year, who have no change to the dull 
routineof their lives, excepton Sunday 
when their busbands can go with them 
on some little excursion by land or 
rea, siddenly compelled to stay at 
home by the passage ef a rigid Sunday 
law, secured by the votes of those who 
can drive about at pleasure in their 
Own carriages, and go wherever they 
may desire. ?

ENTIRELY COMPLET TD. 


The Inyo Canal, Thirty Miles Long, 
Finished. 


The Inyo (Cal.) Index of the 20th 
inst. says: On Tuesday last, March 
20th, Superintendent McIver knocked 
the lower end out of the Inyo Canal. 
This.is the greatest irrigation work in 
Owens Valley. The canal is 30 miles 


} long and has acapacity of 7,500 inches. 


The water is taken from Owens river 
on the east side, about 10 miles above 
Independence Station, and is conveyed 
along the base of the Inyo mountains 
to Owens Lake. Work was begun on 
the canal early in June, 1887, and was 
prosecuted continuously. About ten 
miles of the canal is in rocky ground 


‘and rock, which added materially to 


the cost of construction and time re- 
quired to complete the work. The 
company will at once begin on another 
of equal capacity with the first, the 
head of will be near the Independence 
bridge. This second line will be about 
15 miles in length and, being further 
from the mouptaips;will -doubtless be 
in more favorablé ground, and conse- 
quently can be ex¢avated more rapidly.

Thereis now outstanding of 
the old fractional paper currency some- 
thing like $15,000,000. And of this it is 
estimated that not more than $3,000,000 
to $5,000,000 will ever come in now.” 

‘*But where is the rest and why will it 
not come in for redemption?” : 

‘‘A great deal of it has been worn out 
by the wear and tear of twenty odd 
years of usage. Any quantity of it has 
been burned up in the many fires that 
have eccurred since the time it was is- 
sued, and in numerous other ways it has 
been lost and destroyed. Then there 
are some Other people who hold all they 
can get to use in sending small amounts 
by mail, finding it very handy for that 
purpose. Then, too, the old currency is 
now so scarce that people keep the oc- 
casional pieces that come to hand as 
curiosities or pocket pieces. A great 
‘many coin collectors have crisp, unworn 
specimens o. it in their collections. 
One wealthy gentleman in the city I 
know carries in his pocket-book, 
wrapped up with the greatest care, four 
clear, bright specimens, a 50, a 25, a 10 
and a 5-cent piece. He saysit was the 
first money he everearned. It was paid 
to himin these identical pieces, brand 
new from the press, and he has pre- 
served them ever since for luck. I do 
not believe you could buy them from 
him for $1,000 each. He calls them his 
reserve capital, and if he ever loses the 
million or more he is now reputed to be 
worth he will have his 90 cents reserve 
to fall back on.” | 

A good deal of the fraction rrency 
that comes into the sub-treas for re- 
demption turns out to be counterfeit, 
and the moment it comes into’ the 
hands of the money changers in that 
institution, no matter who hands it in, 
itis hurried tothe block and branded 
with the s.encil-cutting die. They ask 
no permission, but just go and do it. 
The same rule is followed, too, in the 
rotunda where the bills of larger denom- 
ination come in. Sometimes men get 
very angry when their bad bills are 


,| handed back to them mutilated in such 


a manner that they can not be used. 

A few days ago the South Ferry Com- 
pany sent into the sub-treasury a bundle 
of the fractional currency representing 
about $100. It had been discovered back 
of a partition in the old ferry-house, 
where it had either been stowed away 
or misplaced and was found when the 
old building was°torn down to make 
room for the new structure. Mr. Haff 
shuffled through the pile, and not only 
| pronounced it all counterfeit, but dis- 
covered that some of it had been brought 
to the sub-treasury at least twenty years 
ago, as the marks of the old stamps 
used as long’ago as that to mark coun- 
terfeit pape. money. was still plainly 
visible on them.

for several hours.
